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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant mischaracherizes the state of the art 
as teaching that Hidden Markov Models (HMMs) are limited in use such that they can only "decode speech". To the contrary, HMMs.are 
taught in Barclay as defining speech recognition vocabulary (lexicon) in column 2 which is further taught as running on a laptop or other 
such small computer. The term "grammar and vocabulary" used by Barclay in column 3 does not exclude the use of phoneme based 
vocabulary. Applicant's argument contradicts the facts presented by Barclay in column 1-2 that teach that it is obvious to use HMMs to 
define such a vocabulary. 
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
